»:pp, a Saxon word, importing the wood of the box-tree, for that in former times great quan- 
tities grew in this county. A colony of the Attrebates, as mentioned by Cæſar in his Com- 
mentaries, who inhabited a part of Gaul, are ſuppoſed to have given the name of Attrebatii to 
this people. They were a conſiderable part of the powerful kingdom of the Vi Saxons, and were 


famous for the ſhare they had in that ſignal defeat given the Dane; at Engplefield in this County.

It has 
a wooden bridge: over the Thames, the 
barge pirr of which is the koundary be- 
tween the counties of Berks and Buc king- 
ham. This town was incorporated, in 
the reign of Edward the Third, by the 
name of gild, or fraternity, of brothers 
and ſiſters of Maidenhithe, and after the 
reſtoration by that of warden and bur- 
geſſes : King James the Second incorpo- 
rated it by the name of mayor and alder- 
men, with liberty to chuſe a high-ſteward, 
and a ſteward ; fo that their preſent ma- 
giſtracy contiits of a high-ſteward, a 
mayor, a tteward, and ten aldermen; 
out of the Jatter of which two bridge- 
maſters are choten every year. The 
mayor, his predeceſſor, and the ſtewards, 
are juſtices. The mayor is alſo clerk of 
the market, and coroner, and is judge of 
the court held at leaſt once in a year. 
Here is a good gaol both for debtors and 
felons. The town ſtands partly in the 

ariſh of Bray, and partly in that of Cook- 
— and here is a chapel peculiar to the 
corporation, founded by Mr. John Huſ- 
bands, the miniſter whereof is choſen by 
the inhabitant*, and not obliged to attend 
the biſhop's viſitation. Here is an alms- 
houſe that was erected in 1589, and en- 
dowed with forty pounds a year, by 
James Smith of Hammerſinith, citizen 
and ſalter of London, and great grand- 
father to Sir John Smith, Bart. It conſiſts 
of eight tenements for eight poor men 
and their wives; the truttees arc the Sal- 
ter's company in London. Here are ſe- 
veral other alms-houſes and charitics. 
This town, now fo confiderable, did not 
begin to tluurith, till by the building of its 
bridge, travellers were brought this way, 
who before were uſed to ferry at that called 
Babham's End, two miles N. of it. The 
bridge is maintained by the corporation, 
for which they are allowed the tolls both 
over and under it, and the crown gives 
three trees a year out of Windſor Foreſt to- 
wards repairing it. There is a great trade 
here in malt, meal, and timber, which 
they carry in barges to London. As this 
is the greateſt thoroughfare from hence to 
Bath and Briſtol, and other S. W. parts 
of England, the adjacent wood, or thicket, 
has been noted for many robberies.

Newbury, filty-fix miles from London, and 
two miles and a nalt from Neu toben in 
Hants ; it took its riſe on the decay of 
Spinham Lind, and is famous fer two 

oreat battics between King Charles the 

ir! and the Parliament army; the firſt 
on thc zoth of September, 1643, the ſe- 
cond vi the 27th of October, 1644, al- 
molt on the tame fpot of ground, and the 
King preſent at buth. Notwithſtanding 
its name ſignifies new borough, it is as 
old almoſt as the conqueſt. It made fo 
much broad cloth formerly, that, in the 
reign of Heniy the Eighth, here tlouriſh- 
ed John Winkomb, commonly called 
Jack of Newbury, one of the greateſt 
clothicrs that ever was in England, who 
kept one hundred looms in his houſe ; 
and in the expeditien to Floddenheld, 
aainſt the Scots, marched with one hun- 
dred of his own men, all armed and 
clothe! at his own expence ; and the weſt 
part of the church was wholly buile by 
him. Alfo Mr. Kenric, the ton of a clo- 
thicr here, though afterwards a merchant 
in London, left four thouſand pounds to 
the town, as well as ſeven thouſand five 
hundred pounds to Reading, to entourage 
the woolen manufactory. It makes a great 
quantity of thalloons and druggets, but 
not near ſo much broad cloth as for- 
merly ; yet it is a flourithing town, with 
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&  fpacious ſtreets, and a large markct- place, 
3 and is allowed to have as great a corn- 
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market as any in the kingdom, and the 
Guild-hall is built in the market-place. 
The river Kennet, which abounds with 
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excellent trout, ecls, and crayfiſh, runs 
throuzh the town, and here is plenty of 
all other proviſions. It was made a cor- 
poration by Q1-en Elizabeth, and is go- 
verned by a mayor, high-ſteward, alder- 
men, &c. It ſends a great quantity of 
malt to London, has good inns, and gives 
title of Baron to the Dukes of Cleveland 
and Southampton. It has a charity-(-hool 
for forty boys, and its markets are well 
ſupplied with corn. At the neighbouring 
ſand-pits teveral were burnt for their reli- 
gion in the bloody reign of Queen Mary.

Reading, called by the Saxons Redin, trom 
the grcat quantity of tern which grew 
about tis town. It is the ſhire town, 
1s thirty-nine miles from London, and 
larger than ſeveral citics. The Kennet, 
that paſſes under feven bridges in the 
town an4 neighbourhood, falls into the 
Thames one mile E. of it, and abounds 
with pike, cel, dace, and fine trout. It 
had antiently a cattle, of which the Danes 
arc faid to have been in pottettion, when 
they drew a ditch betw cen the Kenne 
and the Thames; and that the y retreated 
hither after they had been routed by the 
Saxon King Ethelwolt, in that neigh- 
bourhood ; but in 872 they quitted it t© 
the Saxons, who plundered and deftroy- 
ed the town, which they repeated in 
1006; but it recovered ittell, and is ſaid 
to have been a borough in the ruign of 
William the Conqueror. Its cattle hay- 
ing been a refuge for King Stephen's 
party, King Henry the Second demolith- 
ed it. There had been a nunnery near 
it, with a park belonging to it, which 
King Henry the Firſt pulled down, and | 
ive the land to the moſt magnificent | 
abbey of Flintit me, which he found near 
it, wherein parliaments were formerly 
Held, and whercin, it is ſaid, the foun- 


Queen, and daughter Maud, | 
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were interred. It is ſaid to have equalled 
moſt of the abbies in England for its 
ſtructure and wealth, and its abbots fat 
in the houſe of Lords. At the diſſolu- 
tion of the monaſtries, that abbey was 
valued at above two thouſands one hun- 
dred and ſixteen pounds per annum. It 
was demoliſhed ſoon after the reform- 
ation, and its laſt abbut was drawn, 
hanged, and quartered, with two of his 
monks, for refuſing to ſurrender it. The 
gate-houſe of it is pretty entire, and there 
are forme remains of its thick walls. 
Here was an alms-houſe for poor fitters, 
which, in the reign of Henry the Seventh, 
was turned into a free-tchool, and it is 
ſaid here was a monaſtry of grey-triars. 
In the civil wars, the town was taken in 
ten days by the parliament's forces, when 
King Charles the Firſt had his head 
quarters at Oxford. It is now the moſt 
conſiderable and the largeſt town in the 
county, having at leaſt eight thouſand in- 
Habitante, three pariſh chur hos, and two 
lurge mecting-houſes, belides the Quakers. 
An hofpital was founded here and liberally 
endowed, by Archbithop Laud, deſcended 
from a family of clothicrs in this town, 
of which trade there were formerly one 
hundred and forty ; but of late years the 
chick manufacture is malt, of which vait 
quantities are ſent by the Thames to 
London, together with meal and tim- 
ber, and they bring back coals, ſalt, to- 
C's, Pro cry Wars, vils, Ke. 
et their barges carry ten or twelve hun- 
dred quarters f malt at a time. A ma- 
nutactute of fail-cloth was erected here 
by Sir Owen Buckingham, late Lord 
Mayor of London, who had his cat!

Wallingford, forty-fix miles from London,

Henry the Firſt for- 
tiñed it, and in the tenth year of his 
reign kept Whitſuntide here, having 
ſummoned all the nobility of the realm 
to attend him. In the reign of Richard 
the Firſt this was reckoned the ſtrongeſt 
caſtie in England, except the ower of 
London. Chien Eleanor, wife to King 
Edward the F irit, had four children born 
here; and King E Iward the Third, ſir- 
named Edward of Win itor, becuiſe he 
was born here, took ſuch a liking to the 
place, that he cularged and beautified 
the place at a viſt expence, employing 
workmen in it from the thirty-tourt!1 to 
the forty-third of his r-ign, who built 
the palace-royal and chip-l, St. George's 
hill and chapel, the tower in the middle,

The other ſquare, called the 
Lower Ward, contains the chapel of the 
Order of the Garter, the college, library, 
&c 


St. George's Chapel, in which the Knights 


of the moſt noble Order of the Garter 
are inſtalled, was begun ſo long ago as 
the year 1337, and is one of the moſt 
ſtately Goini: buildings in the world. 
In the choir are the ſtalls of the twenty- 
ſix Knights of the order, and the han- 
ners over them, with a throne for the 
Sovereign. As the Knights die their 
banners are taken down, and their titles 
and coats of arms are engraved on little 
copper plates, and nailed to the ſtalls, 
tram whence they are never removed. 
In this chup-l is a tomb-houſe built by 
Cardinal Wolley ; in it lie the bodies of 
Henry the Eighth, and his laſt Queen, 
as alt Henry the Sixth, and E.lward the 
Fourth, who has a fine monument of 
ſtzcl erected over him. In the choir of 
this chipel lies Charles tlie Firit ; and 
in a lictle chapel here lies the Dutcheſs of 
Beaufort, deſcended from the houſe of 
Laincatter, and in another lies Sir Regi- 
nald Bray, who was a liberal benefactor 
towar s finiſhing the body of the chapel. 


Tir inſtitution of the moſt noble Order of 


[ riſters, and twenty-ſix alms-knights, &c. 
to the honour of St. George, and Edward 
the Confeſſor; but in the reign of Ed- 
ward the Fourth, the title of Cuſtos was 
changed into Dean, and the college is 
incorporated by the name of Dean and 
Canon of the free chapel of St. George, 
within the caſtle ot Windſor. The 
twenty-ſix alms-knights were to be gen- 
tlemen wounded in the wars, or impair- 
ed by indigence or age, and theſe were, 
by Edward the Third, ſtiled the Poor 
Knigh:s of Windſor. In the twenty- 
ſecond of Edward the Fourth, their pen- 
ſions were withdrawn, and they were 
ſeparated from the college ; but they 
were re-united, and their proviſion ra- 
tined by parliament, in the reigns of 
Henry the Eighth and Queen Elizabeth. 
They are now reduced to eighteen, with 
the allowance of forty pounds a year 
each. They wear a caſſock of red cloth, 
reaching down to their ancles, with a 

large mantle of purple, and St. George's 
Crofs embroidered on their left ſhoulder. 
By their inſtitution they are obliged to 
go twice a day to their ſtalls in the cha- 
pel, which are immediately below thoſe 
of the Garter Knights, to pray for the 
Sovereign and the Knights of the Garter.

On the north fide, next the Little Park, 
are the royal apartments and thole of the 
houſhold officers of the crown. The guard- 
hall is curiouſly einbelliſhed with arms in 
great variety of figures : the ceiling is 
finely painted, repreſenting Britannia 
ſeated on a globe, the Indies ſupplying 
her with wealth, and Europe off-ring 
an imperial diadem. It would take up 
too much room to particularize the ſe- 
veral excellent paintings this palace con- 
tains. The chief are theſe : on one fide 
of St. George's hall, perhaps the nobleſt 
room the world can ſhew, is repreſented, 
in figures as big as the life, Edward the 
Third receiving his ſon the Bleck Prince, 
who preſents to his Father the Kings of 
France and Scotland priſoners. In the pre- 
ſence chamber is Judith and Holofernes, as 
alſo a Magdalen, both highly finiſhed. The 
privy-chamber has likcwiſe a Judeth and 
a Magdalen. In the gallery is the fine 
piece of the daughter nouruhing the fa- 
ther with her milk.

The qualihcations required by 
thoſe who are to be elected into this re- 
nowned order, are theſe three, gentility 
in birth, kmghthood, and to he free 
from reproach, by which, according to 
the tututes, are underſtood hereſy, trea- 
fon, cowardice and prodigality. 


A little before the inſtitution of the Knights 


of the Garter, King Edward founded a 
college for a cuſtos, twelve ſecular canons, 
thirtcen pricit>, four clerks, and fix cho- 


manner of game, and ſo embelliſhed by 
nature that it ſurpaſſes all the gardens of 
art. The ranger, or keeper's lodge, 
which was built in the reign of Charles 
the Second, received ſuch additions from
